Cut German 
Beer Supply 


fT have just been In touch with the 
state department and am able to 
gay, unoficsally, but by no means 
uncertainly, that the Germans are 
not going to get n soft pence, I do 
not refer to the plan for slicing 
German Industry to a very thin 
plece or the renewed efforts at de- 
Nazificition in the American. zone, 
What I am able to report Is a step 
recently taken which the Germans 
will undoubtedly consider cruel and 
unusual punishment. 

They nara not going to be allowed, 
as they hoped they would be, to 
brew beer, The United States gov- 
ernment has ruled “nothing doing’ 
becntise of the food situation and 
‘other reasons.’ 

For the precise data on the situa- 
tion I am {ndebted to my former 
colleaguc, the, Western Newspaper 
Union's correspondent, now in Ger- 
many, Pauline Frederick, Hera it 
1s: 

“The situation on brewing of beer 
in the three other zones of Germany
